Tragedy struck late Saturday 
evening at Thames Bridge where 
Coffee County Road 342 crosses 
Big Creek near the Zoar 
Community. 

Ricky MeHaffey, 38, of Royal 
Oaks Trailer Park Lot 3, Troy, AL 
drowned in Big Creek while swim- 
ming at the popular swimming hole 
located in a rural area of the county. 

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department was informed of a pos- 
sible drowning at Thames Bridge by 
the Pike County  Sheriff’s 
Department. They had been notified 
by the Troy Police Department who 
had received a called from a Pike 
County resident alerting them to the 
fact that a possible drowning had 
occurred. Pike County, after deter- 
mining i that the possible drowning 
was in Coffee County, notified 
Coffee County authorities. 

At 9:35 p.m. Saturday evening a 
deputy sheriff was dispatched arriv- 
ing on the scene at 9:41 p.m. but 
found no one at the bridge nor did 
he find anyone in the water. Shortly 
atterward, more county units 
arrived on the scene followed by 
members of the victim’s family. 

After talking with individuals 
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who had been at the creek with 
MeHaffey, it was determined that he 
went missing shortly after 6:00 p.m. 
A search of the area by those 
accompanying him in and around 
the water where he was last seen 
was to no avail. MeHaffey’s girl- 
friend, his son (10 years old) and an 
acquaintance told authorities that 
they looked for the victim until it 
got dark (around 8:30 p.m.) and 
then they left the scene. None of the 
individuals interviewed saw 
MeHaffey enter the creek or go 
under. Nor did they hear any splash 
or cry for help - they stated, “we just 
looked around and he was gone!” 

All of the adults who were at 
scene had been drinking heavily 
making it hard to determine the 
exact circumstances surrounding 
MeHaffey’s “sudden disappear- 
ance.” 

The son, after arriving at his 
mother’s home in the Troy area, told 
her what had happened and she 
alerted the Pike County authorities. 

Authorities on the scene, after 
accessing the situation, made the 
decision to call the Houston County 
Rescue Squad and request the assis- 
tance of their dive team. 

Shortly after midnight, divers and 
support personnel from Houston 
County began arriving on the scene 


and making preparations to search 
the creek bottom. 

Members of the Zion Chapel 
Volunteer Fire Department were on 
the scene with lights and generators 
to light the creek bank and area 
where MeHaffey was last seen. 

Just before 2:00 a.m. Sunday 
morning, divers entered the water 
and began a systematic search of the 
creek. At 2:20 a.m., divers notified 
Sheriff's deputies that they had 
found a body. The bridge was 
cleared of all spectators and family 
members and MeHaffey’s body was 
recovered from the water. 

Coffee County Coroner Marvin 
McILwain was at the scene and 
made a preliminary examination of 
the body. The decision was made to 
have an autopsy performed by the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences to determine the cause of 
death. MeHaffey’s body was taken 
to the forensic lab in Dothan where 
an autopsy was performed Monday 
morning. The preliminary cause of 
death was found to be drowning. 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and the 
District Attorney’s office assisted 
by the County Coroner’s office and 
the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Science. 


Make the Fourth of July special

It’s 4th of July time again — that 
time when we working folks MAY 
get the day off. Here at the Clipper, 
we were informed that without a 
doubt we WOULD get the day off 
this year! What can you say about 
such a magnanimous boss! 

When I was growing up in the 
country, all the kinfolks and near- 
kin up and down the road found 
their way to the creek every Fourth. 
They preparing most of the day 
before: baking cakes, cooking the 
peas and beans and whatever was in 
the gardens - then carting it down to 
the coolest spot nearest the water 
and spreading it out. We never 
thought of it as a “picnic:” that word 
described an event when town folks 
went to the country to eat. Ours was 
“dinner on the creek.” 

We kids would pray that it would- 
n’t rain - and if we saw the slightest 
cloud in the sky, we began to moan 
and worry. We spent many Fourths 
under a heavy, threatening gray sky; 
some years we had to pack up and 
go home before we got to eat 
because of a downpour; then some- 
times the fisher-men and women 
would get caught down the creek 
and come back drenched, the rain 
would leave, and we would proceed 
with the day. 

One or two adults stayed at the 
designated area with the children 
while the rest of them went fishing. 
Mamas would bring snacks for the 
children - peanut butter and crack- 
ers, those good old country biscuits 
with bacon or sausage - and this 
would appease us until the rest of 
the meal could be prepared. We 
played around the camp site, swing- 
ing on vines, running up and down 
the dirt road, walking in the woods 
until that anxiously-awaited dinner 
hour rolled around. We were not 
allowed to go swimming until after 
dinner, when someone could be 
near to supervise. 

Coffee was BOILED on top of the 
fire in a gallon syrup bucket; for 
those not familiar with the country 
scene of years past, that was a gal- 
lon-sized aluminum bucket with a 
handle which cane syrup came in. 
The farmer bought his buckets - at 
some point, I guess - all I can 
remember is that we HAD the buck- 
ets. But the syrup maker filled as 
many buckets with the thick bronze 
breakfast staple as the load of sugar 
cane would make, and these were 
recycled constantly before that 
word was ever coined, I imagine. 
(In my grandma's house - nothing 


was thrown away that had any 
remote possibility for use.) 

If we had access to ice, I guess we 
kids had tea - maybe Kool Aid. 
Then when the fish were brought in, 
they would be fried crisp and 
brown, followed by hush puppies 
and meal gravy. Then all the vegeta- 
bles, cakes and pies, and goodies 
brought from the house would be 
laid out on a sheet or old quilt, 
together with the fish and bread - 
and what a feast we would have, 
talking, laughing and eating. 

But, then we had to wait another 
while “until our dinner settled” to 
go jump in that cold creek! And that 
is literally what we did! The “swim- 
min’ hole” was a few hundred yards 
from the dinner area, and when that 
magical time came around, we kids 
made a collective mad dash for the 
water! Mamas and daddies, uncles 
and aunts, cousins and friends all hit 
the cold water - there was room 
enough for all! 

And for an all-too-brief after- 
noon, the rest of life was forgotten 
as we splashed and played and 
laughed together, and finished out 
the celebration of the Fourth, drag- 
ging ourselves wearily out of the 
delightful pool. 

But , | wonder how many minutes 
we spent reflecting on the true 
meaning of the day we spent “on 
the creek.” All of us had kin who 
had come back from the war - and 
who had not come back. We knew 
what war meant, having experi- 
enced the Second one, and I’m sure 
we younger ones were reminded of 
the day’s meaning more than once. 

But, as a nation, do we reflect on 
what the day really means - its 
implications - its history - its impact 
on our lives. 

Songs such as “My Country ‘Tis 
Of Thee,” and “This Is My 
Country” remind us that the U.S. 
belongs to each of its citizens - and 
whatever we claim to be ours we 
can take a deep interest in and devo- 
tion to. 

Our country is far from the utopia 
of the world - we see, read about 
and experience events that remind 
us of that every day; we feel the 
breath of challenge and threat to 
some of our basic freedoms. There 
are those who have no regard for its 
worth, or the benefits gleaned from 
living in it, and even they can still 
claim it. 

Most of us don’t think of the price 
paid for the freedoms we do enjoy 
throughout the year - and some even 
disdain the process of obtaining that 
freedom ~- but at least on this one 


day we can stop and think about its 
true significance - what it means to 
us as individuals, and as a collective 
country. 

And, as the old patriotic song 
begins, I say also, “GOD BLESS 
AMERICA - Land That I Love... .”

Alabama State Troopers predict 
16 holiday deaths 


Alabama State Troopers encour- 
age motorists to exercise extreme 
caution when driving during the 
Fourth of July holiday period to 
help assure they arrive safely to cel- 
ebrate Independence Day. 

Troopers urge holiday travelers to 
refrain from drinking and driving to 
avoid the deadly consequences of 
driving drunk, and they stress the 
importance of using seat belts, 
securing children in child safety 
seats and obeying all traffic laws. 

Public Safety estimates 16 people 
may be killed in traffic wrecks dur- 
ing the 78-hour Fourth of July tray- 
el period which begins at 6 p.m, on 
Thursday, July 2, and ends at mid- 
night Sunday, July 5. 

In 1997, 16 people died as a result 
of traffic wrecks during the 78-hour 
July Fourth holiday period, 15 on 
rural roads and | in an urban area. 
Only two wreck victims were using 
safety belts, and at least six of the 
deaths were alcohol-related. 

During the Fourth of July holiday 
travel period, federal overtime 


grants aimed at speed limit and DUI 
enforcement will allow all available 
troopers to be on duty. In addition to 
routine patrol activity, troopers will 
conduct driver license checkpoints, 
line patrols, and aerial speed 
enforcement. 

Troopers will concentrate patrols 
on heavily traveled vacation beach 
routes, including interstates 
statewide, U.S, 231 and 331 south 
of Montgomery.

by the Supreme Court show actual 
hostility to religion, and have in fact 
established a national religion of 


atheism in our schools. The extent 
to which these rulings make mince- 
meat of the intentions of the 
founders may be seen by the fact 
that, at the time of the ratification of 
the Constitution, the states contin- 
ued to have established religions. In 
fact, the language of the establish- 
ment clause, that Congress was to 
“Make no law respecting an estab 
lishment of religion,” was put that 
way precisely to prevent the federal 
government from establishing a 
national religion and/or from inter 
fering in state establishments. 

In regard to the so-called “incor- 
poration doctrine,’ whereby the 
Supreme Court in 1925 centralized 
judicial power over the states by 
fiat, Gov. James’ criticism of the 
Court serves an important educa- 
tional purpose. The prohibitions of 
the bill of Rights originally applied 
only to the federal government and 
were meant to limit its power. The 
states had their own bills of rights 
and their own courts. In the incorpo- 
ration doctrine, the Court made 
fraudulent use of the 14th 
Amendment to usurp constitutional- 
ly protected power from the states. 
As a practical matter this allowed 
liberals to introduce their new 
modes and orders into the American 
regime through the minority power 
of the Supreme Court rather than 
through local legislation. 

With the 4th of July upcoming 
this week, it is fitting to be grateful 
for public officials such as Gov. 
James, who remind us of the 
Constitution bequeathed us by our 
forebears. The whims of the late 
20th Century notwithstanding, it is 
important to remember what that 
Constitution was so that someday it 
may be restored in our land.

Summer grazing for beef cattle

Each year at this time, livestock 
producers around Coffee County 
and the Wiregrass plan for summer 
grazing. Bahia is our primary forage 
crop for beef cattle through the 
summer. Fortunately most calves 
are at a point in May, June and July, 
that they are easier managed when 
compared to the first three to four 
months of their life. 

Nonetheless, we have to feed and 
manage the brood cow to make sure 
she’s in good shape going into the 
fall of the year. Many times, to do 
this, livestock producers need sup- 
plemental grazing. This may be due 
to more cattle than Bahia acres 
available on the farm. 

Two of the most common types of 
supplemental grazing that are plant- 
ed each year are Pearl Millet and 
Sorghum-Sudan hybrids. 

Comparing these two forage vari- 
eties, there are advantages and dis- 
advantages in both areas. Pearl 
Millet, particularly the Tif leaf vari- 
eties, is a very fast grower and can 
support several head of cattle per 
acre. In fact, we have found in many 
cases, the hardest thing with Pearl 
Millet is determining the stocking 
rate. This is primarily due to envi- 
ronmental conditions. At times it 
may support four cows to the acre 
at other times it can barely take 
care of one. 

One of the primary adaptations of 
pearl millet is that it is very good on 
sandy soils; it is tolerant of drought 
and soil acidity, This makes it 
attractive to folks who have a mar- 
ginal area they plan to plant. It 
makes a good pasture and can be put 
up as silage. 

Pearl millet is difficult to make 
into hay as are all the millets and 
sorghums because of the thick 


stems. It is prone to have a nitrate 
poisoning problem if fertilized prior 
to a drought. However, there is no 
Prussic acid in Pearl millet,there- 
fore, this problem is not a concern 
as compared to the sorghums. 

To establish it, seed should be 
drilled at 12-15 pounds per acre or 
broadcast at a rate of 25 to 30 
pounds to the acre, any time from 
April through June. It’s very respon- 
sive to nitrogen and very productive 
over a short season. The best grow- 
ing season for Pearl would probably 
be June through August. 

I would probably stock at a high 
rate on Pearl, preferably rotate 
stocking if possible. Your stems 
may need to occasionally be mowed 
after grazing and it should be cut for 
hay when the plants are around 30- 
40 inches tall. One final manage- 
ment consideration is, it can devel- 
op fall army worm problems; but 
this is generally easily handled with 
mowing and other cultural prac- 
tices. 

Sorghum-Sudan grass hybrids are 
very much, as compared to type, 
like your Pearl millets. They are 
drought-tolerant but are not very 
tolerant of acid soil. They make 
excellent pasture and hay particular- 
ly if the hay is cut in an immature 
age. They also make a good silage. 
Like Pearl millet, because of the 
stems, they can be fairly difficult to 
turn into hay. They do have Prussic 
acid problems and a potential for 
nitrate problems under some cir- 
cumstances. 

For  Sorghum-Sudan grass 
hybrids, seed are drilled at 20-25 
pounds per acre or broadcast at a 
rate of 30-35 pounds to the acre. 
This is best done in May or June. 

Like Pearl millet, the Sorghum- 
Sudan grass hybrids are very 
responsive to nitrogen but do 


It’s time for mildew again

It’s that time again, Warm sum- 
mer months and high humidity - 
time for mildew to make an appear- 
ance in many homes. Mildew 
thrives on organic materials such as 
paper, leather, natural fibers or sur- 
faces coated with the slightest 
amount of organic matters such as 
food, grease and soil. 

rhe optimal temperature range 
for mildew growth is 77 - 86 
degrees Fahrenheit, although 
growth can occur anywhere 
between 32 and 95 degrees F. 
Mildew requires moisture and 
thrives where the relative humidity 
is above 70 percent. While mildew 
growth is slow to start, after growth 
begins it grows rapidly. 


Prevention is the best medicine 
for mildew. Use exhaust fans in the 
kitchen when cooking and in bath- 
rooms during bathing or showering 
to get rid of excess moisture. After 
bathing or showering, wipe down 
the wet walls with a towel. 

In a closed area where air condi- 
tioning isn’t available,use a dehu- 
midifier to reduce humidity levels. 
However, the dehumidifier must be 
emptied often or drained by a hose 
into a drain, 

Never let damp or wet clothes lie 
around, Clean clothing betore stor- 
ing as soiled clothes are more likely 
to mildew than clean ones 

Remember - the two most effec- 
tive methods of avoiding mildew 
problems are keeping things clean 
and dry

require slightly more lime than the 
Pearl millets. 

The best growing season is June 
through August, with some produc- 
tion in September. In fact, this 
would be one 
Sorghum-Sudan grass hybrids over 
Pearl. It seems you get better graz- 
ing in the September time frame 
than you would out of Pearl millet. 

Management is very similar to 
Pearl. Use a high stocking rate, 
Mow the stems after grazing to keep 
it small and cut your hay when 
plants are 30-40 inches tall. Here 
again the fall army worm could be a 
problem. 

Both of these forage species have 
a place in some livestock opera- 
tions. In summary both respond 
well to nitrogen and need to be kept 
at an immature stage for optimal 
nutrition. Be careful of Prussic acid 
problems with the Sorghum-Sudan 
grasses and avoid heavy nitrogen 
fertilization during drought periods. 
With proper management, both of 
these species will help you produce 
on marginal land and supplement 
your Bahia and Bermuda grass pas- 
tures.

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Dealing with the extreme summer heat

With the return of hot weather, 
people should watch out for the 
warning signs of heat illness. One 
early sign of heat illnesses the 
cramping of the flexor muscles in 
the arms and legs of abdominal 
muscles 

Everyone should take precautions 
during periods of extreme tempera 
ture and humidity because heat 
prostration or heat stroke can cause 
serious illness or even death. 

fo prevent yourself or others 
from falling victim to a heat illness, 
follow these simple guidelines 

*Respect the heat. Plan a work 
schedule for yourself and others that 
starts early in the cooler part of the 
day. Allow frequent short breaks for 
cooling and fluid replenishment. 

*Drink one-third more liquid than 
your thirst dictates, Strong tea, cof 
fee, or colas may build up too much 
caffeine and cause frequent urina 
tion. Natural juices, milk, soups, 
and diluted-quenchers (mixed half 
with water) and frequent small sips 
of water will do the job. 

*One sign of dehydration is dark 
urine in small amounts, An adequate 
intake of fluids keeps the urine 
light-colored and abundant. 

*Eat a well-balanced diet, which 
supplies essential protein, calo- 
ries, Vitamins, and minerals for mus- 
cle wear and tear. Small frequent 
meals with plenty of fresh fruits, 
vegetables, dairy products and poul- 
try will result in safe potassium lev- 
els for heart and muscle activity.

“Its a challenge and it's 
interesting. I've had people ask meh 
ow I always have such a good gar 
den and I tell them, ‘I had the best 
teacher in the world - my dad.’ | was 
raised on a farm, and | just enjoy it,” 
he added 

Bradshaw has owned his home 
near the Elba water tower on 
Highway 84 since 1950. When he 
retired in February 1997, he and his 
wife Margaret, “came back home.” 
He wanted to garden and putter in 
his home workshop making 
improvements on his tractor and 
assorted pieces of equipment. 

“When you lose your interest in 
things and quit doing things, you 
don’t last long,” he reasoned. 

Prompted by health problems, 
including lung difficulties, he set 
about adding hydraulic controls to 
his small tractor which allow him to 
set the depth and slant of his plows 
and other attachments without hav- 
ing to climb down off the seat each 
time to make hand adjustments. He 
also put in his own deep well and 
irrigation sysiem. 

“T didn’t drill the well myself,” he 
admitted. “But I know about drilling 
and I supervised the project. I went

Someone asked me about water 
ing my garden and I told him, ‘I 
might have to put a billion gallons 
on it, but | planted it and Pm not 
going to let it die” I've got a four- 
inch pump to do the job,” he pointed 
out. “IT know the vegetables grow 
better with well water. No chemi 
cals.” 

Although he has a good corn crop 
- Early Dent - a yellow corn - his 
Mississippi Cream peas are a thing 
to behold. When we approached the 
pea patch and looked down his six 
100-ft. rows, it looked like an ocean 
wave with the light pea shells crest- 
ing the deep green swells of sea 
water. | was in awe. 

“You should have seen it a couple 
of days ago,” the proud gardener 
responded to my wide-eyed gaze. 
“There have already been at least 60 
or more five-gallon buckets of those 
peas picked already.” 

“Why not Purple Hull peas?” ! 
asked. “They are real popular 
around here.” 

“Well, they don’t make as good. 
You get maybe four or five pickings 
and then the blight or something hits 
them and they die off. This 
Mississippi pea is the ‘makingest’ 
pea I’ve ever seen. And I’ve been 
planting peas since I was seven 
years old.” 

Bradshaw shared his planting 
secrets for the benefit of those who 
might want to try it next year. 

“First,” he described in basic 
terms, “get your seed, then ‘rotor- 
blade’ your ground (till it) good. I 
built my own planter/cultivator. 
But, you can use a push plow and 
make your furrows. Then, I use 
about 100 Ibs. of Triple 8 fertilizer at 
planting time on the six rows.

Bird overhead sprinkling system.) 
“Any gardener can grow good peas - 


just don’t let them dry out.” 

Does he sell his peas? 

“No,” he insisted. “Never sold a 
pea in my life. Just give “em away.”

Ona regular basis, “Mr. Clean,” if 
I might call him that with due 
respect, keeps his garden weed-free 
solely by “plowing” (tilling) 
between the rows. And, as I noticed, 
a little quick sleight-of-hand, too 
The bottom line is - no chemicals. “1 
just don’t like to use ‘em,” he 
emphasized. 

The retired Alfab welder becume 
a serious home gardener about 20 
years ago. But learning the tricks of 
the trade posed no problems for 
him. McKinney was born and raised 
on a farm near the Perry Store 
Community west of Enterprise 
Where he learned the rudiments of 
growing things. In the early 50's, he 
sold porch and lawn chairs then 
went to work for the then 
Washington Aluminum Company 
on the boll Weevil Circle. The com 
pany was later purchased by two 
Baltimore — industrialists = who 
renamed it Alfab Inc 

At the young age of 78, 
McKinney is like most of us. He 
doesn't like the scorching heat 
we've been having in recent weeks 
So, he’s in the garden shortly after 
daybreak almost every day, takes 
care of business, and about 8:00 or 
8:30 a.m. occupies himself with 
other chores in a cooler environ 
ment. 

The fruits of his labor include 
peas, beans, okra, squash, tomatoes, 
and a little garlic, just to name a 
few. A favorite dish for Mary and 
Rufus McKinney at the dinner table 
is creamed corn. So, they plant the 
DeKalb 635 yellow corn yariety 
because it best satisfies their indi 
vidual taste buds. 

He showed me a wheel arrow full 
of really nice freshly dug Irish pota 
toes sitting under the shade of a 
lean-to. 

The avid gardener does admit to 
some misgivings about certain other 
vegetables. 

“T used to raised broccoli,” he 
mentioned. “But, it’s a lot like col

Also, collards 
need plenty of water till they get a 
good start,” he advised. 

“When they are about six to eight 
inches high and ready to transplant, 
| just take a pick and a hoe, put the 
plant in the ground, and rake a little 
dirt up around it. [ feed t hem with a 


little 8-8-8 fertilizer at first, but later 


on I switch to 15-15-15 because it 
has more strength and lasts longer,” 
he pointed out 

One of his fondest gardening 
memories Was a _ two-pound 
Celebrity tomato he grew one year 
from a plant that was given to him 
by his brother-in-law, the late Glenn 
Henderson, formerly of — the 
Enterprise City Water Works Dept. 

Using a popular-make rear-tine 
tiller, McKinney keeps something 
planted in the 80° x 30° garden all 
year long. Whenever necessary, a 
friend comes along in the early 
Spring to bush-hog and dise the soil. 
rhe only other help is from Miss 
Mary 

“It's not my garden,” she insists. 
“But, | do take care of the picking.” 

So, why does that admiring neigh- 
bor think of Rufus McKinney as 
The Good Samaritan of New 
3rockton? The answer is as simple 
as the Biblical parable itself. He 
likes to help others. He gives away 
much of what he produces in that 
spotlessly clean garden to friends, 
neighbors and relatives. 

On top of all that, as if that 
weren't enough, he’s just a really 
nice gent!

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City of Elba receives $7,000 from CPYRWMA for levee project

The Choctawhatchee, Pea and 
Yellow Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority (CPYRW- 
MA) has agreed to co-sponsor a pro- 
ject with the City of Elba for the 
installation of soil cement sandbags 
on the slopes around the pumping 
station at Culvert Site No. 3 in the 
Elba levee. 

The Watershed Authority is pro- 
viding funds in the amount of 
$7,000.00 to assist the City of Elba 
with this project. The funds were 
presented to Mayor James E. 
Grimes by Mr. Marion Sanders and 


Representative Garreth Moore, who 
serve on the Board of Directors of 
the Watershed Management 
Authority for Coffee County. Others 
present included Mr. Estus Walker, 
Executive Director of the Authority. 

In 1997, a 35,000 gallon per 
minute pumping station was con- 
structed to evacuate interior rainfall 
which accumulates behind the levee 
during periods when the Pea River is 
high and blocks normal drainage. 
Construction of the pumping station 
resulted in severe slopes at the toe of 
the levee. This particular site 
(Culvert 3) is the old Beaver Dam 
Creek channel which currently col- 


lects water that drains within the 
levee system. The water travels 
along a winding stream bed to the 
site of the project. During Pea River 
high water, flap valves close outside 
the levee leaving all the drainage 
collecting in this particular area to 
be pumped across the levee to the 
Pea River. 

The proposed Soil Stabilization 
Project will prevent erosion along 
the toe of the levee adjacent to the 
pumping station using soil cement 
filled sandbags. The City will use a 
recently acquired sand bag machine 
and work release labor on this pro- 
ject. The bags will be filled with a

Coffee a has second drowning in 8 days

Tragedy struck again in Coffee 
County as another Pike County resi- 
dent drowned in an area creek. This 
time it was a 15-year-old youth. 

Charles Robert Hooks, 15, of 
Route One Glenwood, AL, drowned 
Sunday afternoon in Whitewater 
Creek in a “swimming hole” located 
about one-quarter mile south of 
Lowry Mill Bridge located on Co. 
Rd. 215. The youth drowned shortly 
before 3:00 p.m. and his body was 
recovered at 4:27 p.m 

The Elba Police Department 
received a 911 call at 3:05 p.m. 
informing them of a possible drown- 
ing at the Lowry Mill Bridge. Elba 
immediately notified the Coffee 
County Sheriff's department and 
deputies were dispatched to the 
scene and well as first responders 
from the Zion Chapel Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

Upon arriving at the scene, 
authorities found that the location of 
the possible drowning was not right 
at the bridge but a short distance 
south of the bridge. 

It was very quickly determined 
after talking to witnesses at the 
scene that the young man, Charles 
Hooks, had drowned, and prepara- 
tions were made to recover his body. 

According to the seven other indi- 
viduals (five in the Hooks party and 
three others already at the creek 
when the others arrived), Hooks, in 

his haste to cool off in the stream, 
climbed out on an overhanging limb 
and dived into the creek. One of the 
young men who had been swimming 
in the creek stated that he cautioned 
Hooks that it was shallow where he 
was about to dive, but the youth 
failed to heed his warning, diving 
headfirst into the water. 

The limb from which Hooks dove 
into the water was about ten‘ feet 
above the water and the depth of the 
water into which he dove was only 
five to six feet deep. 

According to witnesses, Hooks 
surfaced a short time after he dove 
into the water and did not immedi- 
ately indicate that he was in trouble. 


Pictured above is the swim hole on Whitewater Creek where the Pike County youth drown. The tree in 
the left side of the picture with the cross pieces nailed to it is the tree the youngster climb up and out on 


the limb hanging over the water. 


He went under and surfaced a sec- 
ond time - still no indication that he 
was having any difficulty. The third 
time Hooks surfaced, he called out 
“Help me!” and went under. 

One of the young men who had 
been swimming attempted to get to 
Hooks but didn’t get to him before 
he went under. While another 
youngsier went to call for help, sev- 
eral attempts were made to find the 
youth; however they were unsuc- 
cessful. 

A water recovery team from 
Enterprise Fire and Rescue respond- 
ed to the scene to assist authorities 
in locating and recovering Hooks’ 
body. They were assisted by person- 
nel from Zion Chapel VFD, Five 
Star VFD, and New Brockton VFD. 

The lad’s body was found in water 
that appeared to be just over ten feet 
deep approximately fifteen to twen- 
ty minutes after rescue personnel 
began their search.

New Brockton Town Council 
holds brief monthly meeting

The New Brockton Town Council 
zipped through its meeting agenda 
Monday evening and was adjourn- 
ing in less than thirty minutes. 

Members of the council adopted 
two new city ordinances that were 
introduced at the last meeting but 
could not be voted on until last 
Monday evening. Ordinance 98-01 
deals with the implementation of a 
magistrate’s fine schedule and 
Ordinance 98-02 is a new stray ani- 
mal control ordinance. Both were 
unanimously adopted by the coun- 
cil. 

After a short discussion, the 
council approved unanimously a 
policy dealing with adjusted 
garbage fees for “absentee resi- 
dents.” This is for residents who are 
gone for extended lengths of time to 
their lake or beach property. 

Residents who are gone for at 


least thirty days or more (in 30-day 
increments) will be allowed to pay 
$5.06 per month to retain their 
garbage service. The policy stipu- 
lated that they must give 30 days 
notice prior to leaving and they can- 
not return on weekends during the 
grace period, 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
about the 30-day notice comment- 
ing that in an emergency situation a 
resident may not have time to give 
adequate notice. The council agreed 
that special circumstances will han- 
dled on a case-by-case basis, 

The council also gave the go- 
ahead on updating the town's com- 
puters at a cost of $375.00, This will 
enable the town to retain their net- 
work connection and make avail- 
able additional services that will be 
beneficial to the town’s employees

recovered, Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin MclILwain, who was at the 
scene, found no visible wounds or 
marks to indicate that the youngster 
had hit any kind of object; however, 
the impact of the boy’s head with the 
sandy bottom in the shallow waters 
would have been sufficient to have 
broken his neck. 

An autopsy was performed on 
Hooks by the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Science to determine 
cause of death. The results was 
received by Coroner Mcllwain 


Monday afternoon listing cause of 


death as blunt force trauma (broken 
neck) and drowning. 

This is the second drowning in 
Coffee County in eight days. As 
reported last week in The Elba 
Clipper, a Pike County man 
drowned in Big Creek at Thames 
Bridge on Saturday, June 27. 
Alcohol consumption was believed 
to have been a big factor in that 
case; however, there was no indica- 
tion that alcohol was a remote factor 
in Sunday’s tragedy. 

Several by-standers at the bridge 
last Sunday asked Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates and Coroner 
Mcliwain what could be done to 


avert these tragedies. Both men stat- 
ed that every effort was being made 
to eliminate drinking and use of 
drugs at area “swim holes;” howev- 
er, there is no law against swimming

The Bowers’ claimed that the 
company was negligent in servicing 
the vehicle and failed to honor a 
90-day warranty for the service per- 
formed. 

The couple contended that the 
improper installation of an oil filter 
installed at the Enterprise store on 
October 28, 1995, caused the fire
